The Academy was by this charter 
declared to be under his Majesty s especial patronage and protection, and was from its 
* fil , ob J ect “ f P“ blic bounty by ‘be Irish Parliament. Subsequently, 
the means of the Academy haying proved quite inadequate to carry out the great objects of 
its incorporation, a petition was presented to Parliament in February 1816 , praying an 
annual grant of not less than 000 including the Treasury allowance, Tor payment of rent 
which was then 166 l. 13s. 10 d. Upon this petition a giant of 350 l. Irish was 
made, not including, however, the allowance referred to, and an annual grant has since been 
5 “guMy; fe many years past it has been 300 1.

These instances will slww how 
mpmK ® , ob J acts and exertions of tbe Academy are appreciated and aided, not only by its 
members but by strangers, The interest excited has brought to light many curious things, 
' A and 
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and has induced persons to give valuable donations; thus a strong public desire is indicated 
to form as extensive a museum of Irish antiquities as possible. In obedience to this public 
wish, the Academy loses no opportunity within its means, of adding to its museum, already 
quite unequalled in its peculiar character ; but having taxed public liberality severely 
already, it has, from this want of means, the mortification, constantly, of seeing specimens 
of rarity, beauty, and historic interest, pass into the hands of strangers, or, in the case of 
precious metals, into the melting-pots of goldsmiths. 

The Abstract of Accounts hereunto annexed will demonstrate the economy practised in 
expenditure, and show the sources of income. From the nature of the receipts and expendi- 
ture, it is not possible to give an estimate (approaching to truth), of the coming receipts 
and disbursements, in the form of that given by the British Museum. 

The Royal Irish Academy, with a view of affording to the public all its advantages, and 
all facilities of using them, has within the last few months made an alteration in its limited 
premises, enabling it to appropriate the room, hitherto used as a meeting-room, to the pur- 
poses of a museum ; this is now in progress of being fitted up with cases for the display of 
the collection, which from its value calls for especial protection ; but the inability of the 
Academy to provide sufficient surveillance necessary for the safety of the collection in its 
present state, obliges it at present to limit the introduction of visitors to those who are 
introduced by members, or who attend the evening meetings, when proper care is taken to 
display the museum. The number of visitors is stated in the annexed Return (H). The 
present staff of the Academy resident, is one officer, who is charged with the duties of 
clerk, assistant librarian, keeper of the museum, collector of subscriptions, &c. ; he has to 
attend all the meetings of the Academy and council, at a salary very inadequate to the 
trust reposed in him, and to his own zeal and merit ; in addition to this gentleman there is 
but one other person, who acts as porter and messenger. It must therefore be obvious, that 
facilities of access to the public, such as are afforded at the British Museum, are at present 
entirely beyond the ability of the Academy, except by an increa.se to its permanent staff. 
The Academy, however, has the strongest possible desire, and will doubtless exert itself to 
give to the public every advantage that can be derived from the labours of its members and 
its acquired possessions ; and it feels satisfied, that considering its limited means and its 
objects, no society in the empire, receiving Government aid, contributes more in proportion 
to the public weal : it therefore looks in hope that the enlightened spirit of the present 
time will be manifested by increased public liberality, and aid it to diffuse its advantages 
more generally than it now can do. . 

The library is particularly valuable, from its containing the Transactions of nearly all the 
scientific societies in the world, and from its highly valued collection of Irish manuscripts, 
including, with those already alluded to, 137 volumes previously possessed by the Academy, 
and forming a whole of 364 volumes, unrivalled in importance by any existing collection, 
save that in the library of the University of Dublin. Access is had to the library of the 
Academy by the introduction of a member, or by application to the assistant librarian, who 
gives all facility to applicants, when satisfied with their object. With respect to the manu- 
scripts, the Academy being unable to impose the usual restrictions which attend permission 
of access to valuable manuscripts in other institutions, and having had reason to believe 
that improper use has been made of liberty given freely heretofore, have formed a com- 
mittee to devise rules by which access to manuscripts may be so regulated, as that, while 
made useful to the public, protection may be afforded which would prevent the privilege 
granted being abused or the manuscripts injured. But here again the difficulty presente 
itself which arises from want of means, it being impossible that the assistant librarian, with 
his many duties, can give such superintendence to scribes as would seem requisite. With 
reference to the Abstract of Accounts accompanying this letter, it may be observed that 
the three largely increased items of expenditure in the year just closed, are, first, repairs 
and building consequent on the formation of a new meeting room, and adaptation of the o 
one for a museum, with a view of giving greater freedom to the public ; second, books an 
manuscripts resulting from the purchase of the latter, before alluded to ; third, antiqui 
arising from the purchase of the late Major Sirr’s collection, and of certain golden artic es 
recenuy found in the country. The cost of Major Birr’s collection was 350 /. 

As to the estimate sent in on the 28th December last, it was restricted by mstruc 
given, I understand, to one of my predecessors, that these estimates should in no cs.se m c 
exceed 300 l. ; and I am informed that an estimate, approaching to the real wants 0 
Academy, was returned to be reduced to the required sum. Since the estimate ot Dec 
was sent in, the twentieth volume of the Transactions of the Academy has been brougnk 
This was an event which, at the time alluded to, it was not possible to calculate on ; % 0 , ’ 

involves an expense for the current year of 675 l. If the council were at liberty o ^ 

an estimate according to the real want of the Academy, not only this sum wou 
be included, but a sum of 300 l. for the due fitting-up of the museum, and an annu 
to provide the increase of staff necessary for the objects before alluded to, and ^

CHARTER, &c. &c. 

George the Third, by the Grace of God, of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, King;, 
Defender of the Faith, and so forth : To all unto whom these presents shall come, Greeting 
Whereas the institution of societies for the advancement of learning (within our kingdom of 
Great Britain and also m countries beyond the seas,) hath been found by experience to 
have greatly tended to the increase of useful knowledge : And whereas several ofour lovin° 
subjects of our city of Dublin, and kingdom of Ireland, have lately met together, for their 
mutual improvement in the studies of science, polite literature, and antiquities : And whereas 
we are willing to give encouragement to studies of that nature in all parts of our dominions 
and more especially m our said kingdom of Ireland, which was in ancient times famous for 
its schools and seminaries of learning, and hath since produced many persons eminent in 
every branch of science ; and are desirous that useful, curious, and polite literature, should 
under our Royal Patronage, and special protection, continue to flourish and increase- 
Have ot our special grace, certain knowledge, and mere motion, by and with the advice 
and consent of our right trusty and right entirely beloved cousin and counsellor, Charles 
Duke ot Rutland, our Lieutenant-general and General-governor of our kingdom of Ireland 
and according to the tenor and the effect of our letters under our privy signet and sizn 
manual, bearing date at our Court of St. James’s the 28th day of September 1785 and in 
the 25th year of our reign, and now enrolled in the rolls of our High Court of Chancery in

vote as a member ; and if the president and all the vice-presidents shall happen to be 
absent, then the majority of the members present shall appoint one to preside for such time 
only. And our further will and pleasure is, that the president and council of the said 
Academy shall have full power and authority to make and enact such ordinances, rules, 
and bye-laws for the encouragement of the study of science, polite learning, and antiquities, 
and for the government and management of the said Academy and their estate and revenues, 
and the manner of the choice and removal of their members and officers, as they shall judge 
meet and convenient, and the same to vary, alter, aud repeal, and others to make in their 
stead from time to time as they shall see fit. 

Provided always, that such ordinances be not repugnant to the laws of our said kingdom 
of Ireland, or to this our charter of incorporation, and that the same shall afterwards be 
approved and confirmed by the said corporation at large ; otherwise to continue in force 
until the next general meeting of the Academy, and no longer. 

Provided always, that no rule or bye-law once duly made and confirmed shall be re- 
pealed or altered, except the motion for such repeal or alteration shall have been first 
approved of and proposed to the corporation by the president and council of the said 
Academy. And our further will and pleasure is, that the president, council, and members 
of the said Irish Academy shall from time to time nominate and appoint such persons as 
they shall think convenient to be clerks, officers, and servants of the said corporation for 
carrying on and executing their necessary affairs. And also that it shall and may be lawful 
for said corporation to employ one serjeant-at-mace, and such other servants as maybe 
useful to attend on the said president or his deputy on all proper occasions, and to do such 
other things as may by them from time to time be thought expedient. 

And it is our further will and pleasure, and we do by these presents for us, our heirs and 
successors, ordain, constitute, ana appoint that if any abuses or differences shall at any 
time hereafter arise and happen concerning the government of affairs of the said Academy, 
whereby the constitution, progress, improvement, or business thereof may suffer or be

and tenor hereof, without any further grant, license, or toleration from us, our heirs or 
successors, to be procured or obtained : Provided always, that these our letters patent be 
enrolled in tbe Rolls of our High Court of Chancery in our said kingdom of Ireland, within 
the space of six months next ensuing the date of these presents. In witness whereof we 
have caused these our letters to be made patent : Witness our aforesaid lieutenant-general 
and general governor of our said kingdom of Ireland, at Dublin, the 28th day of January, 
in the 26th year of our reign.

The STATUTES of the Royal Irish Academy. 

Chapter I. 

Of the Constitution of the Royal Irish Academy. 

- 1. The Academy consists of a president and council of 21, and an indefinite number of 
ether members. 

2. The council is divided into three committees, each consisting of seven members, which 
committees have for their objects, respectively, the departments of science, polite literature, 
and antiquities.

Chapter II. 



Of the Election and Admission of Members. 

1 At the meetings o£ the Academy for the election of members, 16 at least shall form a 
' quorum ■ but the construction of that passage in the charter, which requires the presence of 
at least 16 members at a ballot, only requires that 16 persons shall ballot for each candidate 
for admission ; and it is not absolutely necessary that so many should be present at the 
commencement of the ballot. 



2. Members shall be elected by ballot; and no candidates shall be elected unless it 
shall appear, on the Inspection of the ballot, that three-fourths, at least, of the members 
balloting shall have voted in his favour. 



3 No balloting for members shall take place except on the second Monday in the 
month. * The names of the candidates, with the names of the proposers and seconders, 
shall be read out by the secretaries immediately previous to the ballot. - 

4 When a nobleman is proposed to be a member of the Academy (a quorum being 
present), the Academy shall proceed to ballot for him forthwith. 

5 The names of the candidates for admission shall be hung up in the room on the day 
they are proposed, there to remain until the day of balloting ; and a certificate, signed by 
four members, at least, shall be subjoined to the name of each candidate proposed. 

(j. Each member, on his proposing a candidate for admission, shall deliver to the secre- 
tary in writing, the name, profession, and residence of the candidate proposed. The names 
of candidates proposed, with the names of proposer and seconders, shall he read out by the 
secretaries on the evening of their proposal. The names to lie a month on the books. 



7 The secretary shall furnish to each member, on his election, notice thereof, and shall 
inform him of the time of payment of the annual subscription ; the notice to be as follows 
“ I am instructed by the president and council of the Royal Irish Academy to acquaint 
you, that you were elected a member of that body on the day of . . •” 

“ N. R.— The annual subscription after admission is two guineas ; but such subscription 
may be redeemed by the sum of 20 guineas; so that the payment of 25 guineas will dis- 
charge both the admission fee, and constitute a member for life.” 



8 The admission of any member into the Academy shall be at some meeting thereof, 
in manner and form following, he having first subscribed the obligation in the Charter Book 
in the face of the Academy. The president taking him by the hand, shall say these words 
“ I do, by the authority and in the name of the Royal Irish Academy, admit you a member 
thereof.” 



9. The election, and also the payment and admission of every member into the Academy, 
with the time thereof, shall he recorded in a book specially kept for the purpose. 



10. Foreigners of distinction may he elected as honorary members by the Academy, at 
the recommendation of council. Natives also of Great Britain and Ireland are eligible to 
the same honour at the special recommendation of council, and under extraordinary circum- 
stances. Such members are not expected to contribute to the funds, and are not to have 
the power of voting at the Academy or council. 



Chapter III. 

Of the Obligations to be signed by the Members of the Academy. 

We, whose names are underwritten, being admitted members of the Royal Irish Academy, 
for advancing the study of science, polite literature, and antiquities, do hereby promise, each 
for himself, that we will endeavour to promote the good of said Academy, and. to pursue 
the ends for which the same was founded ; that we will be present at the meetings of said 
Academy, as often as we conveniently can, especially at anniversary elections, and upon 
extraordinary occasions, and that we will observe the statutes and orders of said Academy. 

We do also hereby promise and engage, each for himself, his heirs, executors, and admi- 
nistrators, that we will well and truly pay, or cause to be paid, to the treasurer of said 
Academy, on or before the 16th day of March in every year, the sum of two guineas sterling. 
Provided always, that we shall not have paid to the said treasurer, in lieu thereof, the sum 
of twenty guineas as a life subscription ; and provided also, that whenever any of us , s , 
signify to the president, under his hand, that he desiretli to withdraw from the Academv, 
and shall have discharged all arrears due, he shall be free from the aforesaid obligations.

Chapter X. 

Of the Library and Librarian.

such book, or for the set to which it may belong, if not returned, or if damaged while m hi s 
possession ; and in case any member shall refuse to fulfil this engagement, the librarian 
must report the business to council. 

6 That for the greater accommodation of the members, all new books, reviews, &c. shall 
be suffered to lie on the table in the library for at least one month after they come in or 
until the new set of reviews, 8tc. may arrive, when the old ones are to be taken to tta 
library. And in the beginning of each year, the librarian is to see that each set of the 
periodical publications, 8tc.be complete for the preceding year, and then have them properly 
and uniformly bound with the. other volumes. 

7. No member who is in arrears shall, on any account, he allowed the use of the library ; 
and for the better carrying such law into effect, the names of such defaulters shall be hnng 
up in the library.

STATEMENT of the Character of the Collection of Manuscripts formed by Messrs. 
Hodges & Smith ; 1844. 



An Abstract of the Report of the Committee of Antiquities to the Council on the Irish 
MSS. of Messrs. Hodges & Smith. 

Messrs. Hodges & Smith’s collection of MSS. consists of 227 volumes, including upwards 
of 3,000 separate pieces, of which the names are indexed, and about 4,000 minor pieces, 
included under general heads. 

The index and catalogue raisonne (the latter forming a folio of 769 pages) have been care- 
fully drawn up by Mr. E. Curry, who is at present employed in executing a similar work 
for the Academy. 

The vellum manuscript, known as the Leabhar-na-Huidhre, is the most ancient in the col- 
lection. From internal evidence, the date of the compilation of this exceedingly curious vo- 
lume is fixed at the end of the 11th or early part of the 12th century, and some idea of the 
value attached to it by its possessors may be formed from the fact, that the siege of Slicro, 
carried on by O’Donnell in a. d. 1470, was undertaken chiefly for the purpose of recover- 
ing this book, and the Leabhar Gearr, or Short Book, from the O’Conors, to whom they 
had been given in ransom of O’Dogherty and the son of O’Donnell’s chief poet. 

The next piece, in point of antiquity, is a copy of the ancient Dictionary, know as “ Cor- 
mac’s Glossary,” transcribed anterior to the close of the 14th century, and (with the excep- 
tion, perhaps, of the imperfect copy in the Bodleian Library) the oldest known copy extant. 

Cormac, to whom this very interesting compilation is attributed, flourished in the 9th 
century. The work exhibits an acquaintance with the Irish, Latin, Greek, Anglo-Saxon, 
Danish and Welsh languages, and preserves some words of the lost language of the Piets. 
It is generally believed to be the work of the learned prelate whose name it bears, and may 
perhaps be regarded as of equal curiosity with the more celebrated but less ancient Glossary 
of Aelfric. 

The medical and botanical MSS. in this collection are chiefly compilations of the 14th and 
15th centuries. They give a highly interesting view of the state of medical knowledge 
under the old system of hereditary professions. One of them appears to have been the 
text book of the O’Lees, hereditary physicians to the O’Flaherties, and was long celebrated 
as the subject of a fiction, which represented it to have been brought originally from the 
enchanted island of O’Brasil. 

With the exception of the Leabhar-na-Huidhre, and the medical and botanical tracts above- 
mentioned, the collection consists mainly of compilations and original compositions of the 
last century. But with respect to the antiquity and value of the MSS. so preserved, their 
actual age affords no criterion ; thus, Mr. O’Donovan’s transcript of the “ Book of Feenagh,” 
though made so recently as a . jd . 1828, contains poems ascribed with every appearance of 
truth to Flann of Monaster-Boyce, who lived in the 11th, and to Benignus, the disciple of 
Patrick, who lived in the 6th century. The same remark applies to almost all the compilations 
in the collection, in which are generally mingled pieces of the most various dates and subjects ; 
of these several are the works of professed compilers attached to particular families, as No. 
W8, a thick volume, compiled in 1746, by James Maguire, from the earliest writings of the 
O’Clerys, &c., illustrative of the family history of the Maguires and other Fermanagh families. 
Ro. 207. A transcript by John Murphy of Rahinch, in 1744, of the work of Daniel O’Gara, 
447- C 2 who 
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who appears to have leen, in like manner, attached to the family of O'Hara and whose col- 
taction embraces several poems relatmg to many of the chief famtl.es both of South and 
North Munster as well as of Sligo and Tyrconnell. No. 200. A transcript made in 1706-0, 
hv John Stack from the Book of O’Bruodar, a retainer of the Fitzgeralds of Desmond, 
orininallv compiled in 1682-02, and being perhaps the most interesting of this class, of which 
we enumerate only the most remarkable. No. 201 is a compilation transcribed within 
The last ten years by John O’Clery, sen., of Dublin, the direct descendant of the famous 
Peregrine O’Clery, the chief of the Four Masters, and contains a great number of exceedingly 
curious genealogical, historical, and romantic pieces. 

As it would be inappropriate, however, to specify each work of the collection in this man- 
“ we proceed to give the following general synopsis of the subjects embraced m the col- 
lation, which, for convenience sake, we take np in the order of historical, romantic, and 

lyl In a \iv™Eore the collection embraces a vast number of genealogies and family affilia- 
tions which me brought down to within a very short distance of the present time, and form 
ttaiost valuable and complete genealogical library of the native Irish families that is

There are various transcripts from the “ Book of Conquests, " The Book of Munster, or 
Leabhar-Oiris, “ The Book of Lismore,” and several 0 her historical books st.U existing ; beside 
extracts from the now lost “ Leabhar Gearr,’’ or Short Book and “ Leabhar Buidhe, or 
Yellow Book of Slane, and from the still more ancient lost Book of Dromsneachta 

To the ecclesiastical writer this collection supplies several original lives of Irish sainte, 
which are not only of great value, as ascertaining early topography, but also as showing the 
state of mental advancement of the times in which they were written. 

It is difficult to separate the early history from the early romance of any country, and 
there is unquestionably much historical material m the section of romance embracing a 
great varietj of poems which may be classed as Pagan, Fiman, or purely fabulous. 

S The three most famous romantic tales of the native Irish from a very earfe age, are con- 
sidered to be the following, viz. “ The Death of the Sons of Dsueach, “The Metamorphosis 
of the Children oflir,” aitd “The Death of the Sons ofTunon,” m all which the events are tad 
in Pao-an times. These as well as several other remarkable romantic tales and poems con- 
cerning the Pagan Tuatli de Dananu, are among the collection ; and although there is no rea- 
son to'attribute any of them to the very ages to which they refer, it is not to be doubted 
that they are among the oldest traditions of the Irish, a people whose love of tradition is pro- 
verbial and wlio, longer than any other in Europe, have retained their primitive manners. 

The Finian romances of this collection constitute by far the most complete senes of these 
pieces with which we are acquainted ; the total number preserved is upwards of 100, 
relatino- principally to the ancient names of a great variety of districts and places, with the 
accounts of battles, bunting matches, adventures, See., which led to their respective deno- 
minations. These would supply a great part of the deficiency m “ The Book of Lismore 
at present in the Academy. We are not aware of the existence of any equally authentic and 

voluminous collection of these remarkable compositions. _ . 

The purely fabulous poems and tales (of which there is a considerable number) are ot course 
inferior in value to those from which historical facts or analogies may be collected, atm a 
is impossible to say what pieces may eventually prove to be of this comparatively^ 
character, inasmuch as the labours of other societies are daily bringing to light aa “° e 
similar compositions of other nations, among which many of the more mai ' ked cliaiacte , f 
of Irish compositions are strikingly observable, and which may reasonably be expec 
develope still further analogies as they proceed. . ■> 

These remarks are equally applicable to the lyrical portion of the collec 10 , 
particularly to that large class devoted to the politics so popular among the nan 
during the 17th and 18th centuries, but which, we trust, may now be regard' ed i as meie y 
ters of history.

MEMORANDUM relative to the Collection of Ancient Irish Manuscripts of the 
Royal Irish Academy, June 1845. 

The collection of manuscripts belonging to the Academy before its recent acquisition, 
consisted of 137 volumes; among which are the autograph annals of the Four Masters, and 
fair transcripts of the ancient vellum Book of Lismore, and of Mr. Firbise’s great genea- 
logical work. There are nine volumes on vellum, ranging in date from the year 1300 to 
1500. 

The principal vellum MSS. are — 

1. The Speckled Book, compiled about 1330, consisting of 262 pages of the largest vel- 
hun, folio, containing chiefly religious tracts, such as a calendar in verse, composed A.D. 
’ 39 ®, several homilies, tracts on ecclesiastical laws and discipline, translations from the Old 
and New Testament. Such is the value attached to this beautiful volume, that the 
University of Dublin have procured a fair copy lately. 

2. The Book of Ballimote, compiled in 1380, consisting of 502 pages of the largest 
vellum, containing a great quantity of tracts and poems on the families, topography, and 
general history of Ireland, as well as some curious poems and tracts on history and genea- 
logies of the saints, patriarchs, &c. At folio 180 of this work there is a memorandum in

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1,-iih dated AD 1522, and stating that the volume was purchased from MaeDonough, of 
Cona’r in county Sligo, with the. consent ot his brothers and tribe, for 140 milch cows, bv 
Hueh Duff O’Donnell, chief of Tirconnel. . , 

3 The Book of Lecan, compiled in 1417, consisting of 022 pages, small folio. The con- 
tent's are of the same character as the Book of Ballimote, but much more varied and ample 
in detail. Notwithstanding the precipitate flight ot King James the 2d from Ireland, he 
carried this valuable volume with hint, out of the library of T. C. D. it is believed. Some 
time before the death of James, he deposited the book, in presence of a notary public, in the 
library of the College of Lombards, in Paris, where it remained until the year 1787, when, 
on the application of this Academy for leave to get a transcnpt of it, the authorities of that 
college made a present of the original itself, through the Abbe Kearney There is a copy 
of thfa Important book in progress of being made now for the University of Dublin. 

The remaining vellum MSS. consist of curious tracts on the ancient Brehon laws and 
medicine The paper MSS. contain an immense mass of matter in prose and verse, most 
important to the family history, topography, and antiquities of Ireland. From the above 
few facts a just estimate of the importance of this collection may he inferred. 

The collection of MSS. purchased by the Academy during the last year, from Messrs. 
Hodges and Smith, at a cost of 1,312 /. 10 s., consists of 227 volumes, among which is one 
on vellum which is estimated by the best judges of this kind of literary remains, to be 
worth 600 l It was compiled before the year 1106, at Clonmacnoise, from various ancient 
MSS the names of which are given, hut of such having ever existed no other record is 
now known to remain. It contains, among other matters, some most interesting historical 
tales of Pagan Ireland. See " Abstract of the Report of the Committee of Antiquities to 
the Council on the Irish MSS. of Messrs. Hodges and Smith,” marked (D.) 

Of tlie entire collection catalogues and indices have been carefully made ; they extend to 
about 2,000 folio pages.

In compliance with the directions of his Excellency the lord Lieutenant, as communi- 
cated m your letter of the 28th ultimo, I have the honour, bv direction of the Royal 
Hibernian Academy, to forward to you the following Report of their Income and Expenditure 
for the last three years. r 

Having in former reports fully detailed the history of their institution, the Academy only 
feel it necessary here to repeat that the Academy has been founded hy Royal Charter of 
his late Majesty King George the Fourth, for the promotion of the fine arts in Ireland, and 
has received from Parliament an annual grant of 300 Z. since the year 1832 towards the 
furtherance of this object. 



Income. 

Since then the income of the Academy has consisted of this Parliamentary grant in 
addition to the receipts obtamed by admissions to their annual exhibitions, which receipts 
previously to the year 1840, rarely exceeded 1301, the amount of the year 1838 hein" 
139 1. 6s. 2d., and there was no exhibition in the year following.

It should be stated, in reference to the diminished receipts of this year, that it would 
appear to be attributable chiefly, if not entirely, to the uncertain state of the public mind 
at the time relative to the legality of art unions ; an uncertainty which prevented many 
artists from contributing their works to the exhibition, and diminished the public interest 
m its display. The exhibition which is now open is a better one, and better attended • and 
there is no reason to apprehend that its receipts will not be greater than those of the previous 
vear.

Lectures, 
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Lectures, free to the public, are also delivered, during the cattle show, upon agricultural 
subjects, the diseases of cattle aud horses, which have been attended with much benefit. 

Contemporaneous with the cattle shows, exhibitions of domestic poultry are also held, 
which have proved of the greatest advantage to cottiers and small farmers, by causing the 
introduction of foreign breeds into this country, which have been acclimated and disseminated 
through the country by gentlemen interested in such pursuits. 

To their agricultural department the Society have, within the last two years, added a 
museum, which is at all times available to the public, and is much frequented by those 
interested in agricultural pursuits. Here are deposited every species of corn in grain and 
in the straw, roots and vegetables, together with a valuable collection of implements of hus- 
bandry and models. Since the establishment of the agricultural museum, exhibitions of 
farm produce, flax, flax-seed, yarn, and wool, are held in the month of November, at which 
premiums are given. At the exhibition held last November, 40 prizes were awarded. 

In addition to these, prizes are annually offered by the Society for the best essays on the 
following subjects : — 

1. On the Management and Cultivation of Flax. 

2. Subsoil ploughing. 

3. Thorough draining. 

4. Effects of Altitude on Vegetation. 

5. On Irrigation. 

6. Improvement of Waste Land by Tillage. 

7. Improvement of Mountain Waste Land for Pasture. 

8. Reclaiming of Bog. 

Premiums are also offered to cottagers who have been most successful in the cultivation 
and management of bees, in the curing of butter, and other branches of rural economy. 



No. 3. — Botany and the Botanic Garden. 

In this department there is a professor of botany, and a curator, who has the charge and 
superintendence of the garden, and both are under the control of a committee, elected 
annually by the Society.

the detail of which appears in the general Account of Receipt and Expenditure for those 
three years, ending 31 March 1845. 

The Society has expended during the last year, in addition to the ordinary annual expen- 
diture, a sum of about 1,000 1., arising chiefly from the subscriptions of members, and of the 
public, in building a new conservatory 100 feet long and 18 feet wide, with rooms for the 
accommodation of the garden pupils in the rear. This conservatory is now in use and fully 
stocked. 

In the last session, a grant was made of 2,000 1. to the Society, by Parliament, for a fur- 
ther addition to their conservatories, and the Society has contracted for their erection on a 
plan submitted to, and approved by, the Lords of the Treasury. This building is now in course 
of erection, and it is expected will be filled and stocked with plants before the next winter. 
Accommodation is provided for apprentices and pupils, some of them young gardeners, who 
act as assistants, and have an opportunity of advancing their knowledge, as well in the 
higher branches of the science, as in the practical part of their business. There is a library 
of botanical and horticultural works at the garden, lately bequeathed by a gentleman, for- 
merly a member of the Society, of which all those persons can avail themselves. 

All the botanical arrangements have been re-arranged within the last three years, the 
plants named according to the modern nomenclature, and vacancies filled up. Within the 
same period, a considerable increase of genera and species has been made, and a more 
liberal interchange of plants and seeds, with British and Continental establishments, has 
been adopted. 

A separate arrangement of the grasses used in modern agriculture has been made within 
the last two years, which is exceedingly useful to those engaged in the study of such sub- 
jects. Considerable and important experiments have been made by the curator within the 
last two years, with artificial manures. 

A large supply of specimens of plants for lectures, both in Dublin and at the garden, is 
provided, as well as, latterly, for other establishments, as the College of Surgeons and 
the Apothecaries’ Hall. 

The public is admitted gratuitously to the gardens and conservatories on every Tuesday 
and Friday throughout the year, and numbers of visitors with special orders ; and all bota-

The professor of botany delivers two courses of lectures in each year ; one at the Society’s 
theatre^ in Dublin; the other at the botanic garden, at 8 o’clock a.m., for the convenience 
of medical students and practical gardeners ; the length of each course varying from six 
weeks to two months, on three days in each week, and are all free to the public. 



No. 4. — Chemistry. 

The chemical department is under the control of a committee of members elected an- 
nually by tbe Society, and is conducted by the professor of chemistry. 

Two courses of lectures, free to the public, are delivered annually in the Society s theatre. 
Working pupils are received into the laboratory, and instructed in the various branches ot 
the science, for which they pay each 10 1. 10 s. annually to the professor; the number ot 
pupils in the laboratory during the last three years has been about 12 . .... ,, . 

Each course of lectures lasts for about three months ; three lectures weekly during that 
period.

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The committee have at their disposal 75 l. per annum for all the contingent expenses, as 
the purchase of drawings, casts, modelling clay, See. 

Lectures on perspective have been recently established for the advantage of the pupils in 
the architectural and landscape schools ; and this year an honorary professor of anatomy 
has been appointed by the Society, who has just delivered a course of lectures on anatomy, 
as applied to the fine arts, for the benefit of the pupils in figure and modelling. These 
lectures were free to the public on two days in each week. Average attendance 95. 

An annual exhibition of the drawings and modellings for prizes, by the pupils, is held, 
after which, at a public meeting of the Society, held for the purpose, (and in two instances’ 
under the presidency of his Excellency the late Lord Lieutenant Earl de Grey) the adjudi- 
cation is read, and the prizes distributed.

No. 6. — The Library. 

The library is under the control of a committee elected annually, and the particular 
superintendence of the librarian.

The museum now contains what is most important, a very good collection, of crania of 
different animals ; also skeletons of some of the most remarkable, and are of great value 
during lectures on geology and zoology. 

Illustrative of the geology of Ireland, the Society’s collection has been greatly increased 
during the last three years by the donation of Richard Griffith, Esq., of a very complete 
series of carboniferous and Silurian fossils. This collection has been arranged and named at 
the expense of the Society, in the last year. 



No. 9. — Natural Philosophy. 

The department of Natural Philosophy is placed under the control of a committee, and 
is conducted by the professor of natural philosophy. 

The advantages afforded by the Royal Dublin Society in this department consist prin- 
cipally in the delivery of courses of lectures, free to the public, which, commencing at the 
end of February, occupy the spring and a portion of the summer, terminating in the end of 
June. These courses of lectures embrace the entire range of physical and mechanical 
science, the subjects varying in each course, and in each year, but being generally so 
arranged, that for each season there shall be one course in some of the higher and more 
abstract departments of physics, and another on some specially practical subject. By this 
arrangement, each branch of physics can be successively brought under review, and its most 
recent improvements discussed. 

The lectures in this department are usually delivered in the afternoon, but there is gene- 
rally a summer course, also public, at a late hour in the evening, in order to extend the 
advantages of the Society’s instructions to artizans and such other persons as are occupied 
by business during the day ; these evening classes are always on practical subjects. 

The number of persons attending the lectures has been accurately determined only for the 
last two years. 

In 1843, the total number was 7,557, and the average daily attendance was 282. 

In 1844, the total number attending was 8,383, and the average daily attendance was 
312. These do not include the lectures on manufactures delivered in 1844, at which the 
theatre was excessively crowded each day, and the average attendance was above SCO. 

Novel inventions in mechanics are frequently brought before this Committee, and are 
referred to the professor, who examines and reports upon them.

With respect to the first point noted by their Lordships, namely, private subscriptions, 
the governors respectfully observe that the Westmoreland Lock Hospital was originally, 
established by the Government in 1792, and exclusively supported by Parliamentary grant, 
and subsequently new modelled in 1820, without the mention at any time of private subscrip- 
tions, the idea being first suggested to them in the letter of the Lords of the Treasury, 
dated 23d December 1837. In reply to this letter, the governors distinctly stated the 
ground on which they despaired of being able to assist the fund in that way, in a letter 
dated 3d of February 1838, and to which they refer. The governors, on every view of the 
subject, are perfectly convinced that any effort to raise subscriptions would at all times 
have proved unavailing, but more particularly would it prove so at the present moment, when 
the approach of the operation of the poor laws has already much reduced the funds of those 
public charities which hitherto have been upheld by, and are admitted to be the proper 
objects for subscriptions. 

The governors submit the cause of this interesting charity to his Excellency in the confi- 
dent hope that he may be induced to recommend the continuance of the grant. Were they 
to hold out an expectation of supporting a Lock Hospital (as other charities are supported) in 
part by private contributions, they would but deceive the Lords of the Treasury and the 
pub lic^ but they conceive that their claims to Parliamentary support are of a nature forming 
no precedent for the claims of other charities. They rest on two great and peculiar features, 
namely, on the moral value of the charity and the particular feature of the disease, the object 
of the cure being not only, as in other hospitals, to relieve individual distress, but to effect a 
general and public good, in checking the spread of a pestilence through the country ; and 
they could, if required, bring the most satisfactory proof of their success in this important 
national object. *

"Your letter of the 28th ultimo, containing a copy of the Treasury Minute of the 
2d July 1844, requiring annual reports from institutions receiving grants from Parliament, 
having been laid before the Board of governors and guardians of the Lying-in Hospital this 
day, f am directed to enclose you, in compliance with the desire of the Lords of the 
Treasury, a statement of the income and expenditure of that institution for the past three 
years, and also a statement showing the number of patients who have been admitted, 
delivered, and died in the hospital during the same period,, from, which it will appear how 
fully the purposes for which this charity was created have been carried out, in the extensive 
relief afforded to the destitute poor of this city. 

I am also instructed respectfully, to state, in reference to the inquiry as to what measures 
have been taken to obtain for the institution the greatest possible amouht of aid from private 
contributions, that the governors have used their best exertions to procure increased pecu- 
niary support from private individuals, as will appear from the enclosed printed appeal 
which they caused to be widely circulated in the year 1843, in the hope of making good 
the deficiency which had arisen in the subscriptions of governors, and the receipts from the 
Rotunda Gardens, as well as in other branches of the income of the establishment, as is set 
forth fully in that document. It will be seen, by. the list of contributions appended to this 
appeal, that the amount received was only about 90 Z. ; and the governors regret to state, 
that their applications for a continuance of this support from the donors therein mentioned 
has been almost wholly unsuccessful, a sum of I3Z. only having been received from the same 
persons during the past year. . ,, 

The public rooms have, by the increasing efforts of the governors to keep them profitably 
engaged, produced a considerable gross income (as shown in the accompanying statement or 
accounts) : but when. the expenses necessarily incurred in keeping those rooms and furniture 
in such a state of repair as is indispensable, in order to ensure their being occupied tor pub- 
lic entertainments,' are deducted, the Clear profitsRvailable fbr the hospital are comparatively- 



In conclusion, I am directed to assure you, that the governors feel deeply sensible of the 
necessity which exists for using every exertion, not only to augment the funds of this most 
important national charity, but also for reducing its expenditure in every way which is 
practicable consistently with its efficiency; and they will omit no opportunity of effecting 
those objects whenever they can be accomplished.

! This invaluable charity was founded solely by the exertions of the late Dr. Bartholomew 
Mosse, and has now for a period of 86 years been liberally supported by the citizens of 
Dublin, who, having fully appreciated its value to the poor of the metropolis, and also its 
utility to the medical profession as a school of instruction, contributed large sums, both in. 
donations and legacies, with the view of placing it on a permanent basis. The Legislature 
also came to the aid of private benevolence, and the hospital has for many years enjoyed an 
annual grant from Parliament. It is, however, much to be lamented that for some years 
past private contributions have, with a few exceptions, ceased ; and the summer-evening 
promenades in the Rotunda gardens, which formerly realized an income of about 5001. 
a year, have of late years been almost totally unproductive, owing to the establishment else- 
where of a similar place of recreation, on a more extensive scale. 

Thus, while the income of the hospital has been reduced, its annual expenditure, even with 
the strictest economy, must necessarily continue unabated, as it cannot be lessened without 
resorting to the painful expedient of diminishing the number of admissions, and excluding 
many of the destitute and helpless poor, hitherto carefully and anxiously attended to withm 
its walls. In order to avoid this distressing alternative, and at the same time to meet their 
annual expenses, the governors have been forced from time to time to dispose of a large 
portion of their funded property, the savings of former and more prosperous years, and the 
interest of which formed a permanent income. They feel, however, that should this mode 
of satisfying pecuniary obligations be continued, a very short time must completely exhaust 
their resources, and they are constrained, from a high sense of the vast importance of this 
noble institution, to endeavour by the present appeal to enlist in its belialf the sympathies 
of the public in general, and of the citizens of Dublin in particular, who are ever alive to 
the wants and importunities of suffering humanity.

experienceof that great resource has confirmed our confidence in ,t. Wherever vaccination 
hThempiaetised carefully, and with those precautions which experience has pointed out 
as necessary, it has been foilowed almost universally with success. 

The salutary effect of vaccination on the population is happily displayed m the compara- 
tively few cases now seen in onr streets of lameness, loss of sight, unsightly deformities of 
Se skin! or of the many other marks of ill-health and broken constitution which were 
known often to follow- small-pox, even when communicated by inoculation.

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or oval pit in the arm, very characteristic of genuine cow-pock. The efflorescence, or areola, 
is usually attended with some degree of symptomatic fever. 

The spurious cow-pock in general runs a more rapid course than that above described ; 
the scarlet efflorescence appears on or before the seventh day, and the pustule (which has 
much the appearance of a common festering sore) is soon converted into a light brown scab, 
which leaves little or no mark. These imperfect cases are very liable to occur in patients 
affected with herpetic and other eruptions of the skin ; such complaints, therefore, should 
be removed if possible before inoculation. 

Dr. Jenner has, with great justice, observed that a little practice in vaccine inoculation, 
attentively conducted, impresses on the mind the perfect character of the vaccine vesicle ; 
and therefore, when any material deviation arises from the course above described, of 
whatever kind it may be, common prudence points out the necessity of re-inoculation, with 
vaccine infectiou of the most active kind. 

Practitioners should take care that the lancet used for cow-pock inoculation be perfectly 
clean, and therefore the preservation of infection on a lancet beyond the period of one day 
is improper, as it is apt to contract rust. 

The most proper period for taking infection from a vesicle, making its progress regularly, 
is from the seventh to the ninth day, and never after the efflorescence has made any con- 
siderable progress. Genuine vaccine fluid at this period is always limpid as the purest 
water; that which is opaque ought of course to be rejected. When inserted immediately 
in its fluid state from one patient into another, its effects are much more certain than when 
used in a dried state. Bad sores on the arm, and the collection of pus in the axilla, so rarely 
succeed to vaccine inoculation applied in the manner heretofore described, that local appli- 
cation will not be found necessary in one case in a hundred. 

Packets of infection, half-a-crown each ; or gentlemen may be supplied for one guinea 
per annum.

Although the vaccine inoculator does not inflict a severe disease, bu , „ be 

trary, produces a mild affection, scarcely meriting that term, yet, nevertheless, dica { 

extremely careful to obtain a clear and just conception of this important bran vac _ 

science. He should not only be acquainted with the laws and agencies j n _ 

cine virus on the constitution, but with those of the variolous also, as y ,. or 
terfeie with each other. A general knowledge of the subject is not sufficient t0 
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to warrant a person to practise vaccine inoculation ; he should possess a particular know- 
ledge; and that which I should wish strongly to inculcate as the great foundation of the 
whole, is an intimate acquaintance with the character of the true and genuine vaccine vesicle 
the spurious vesicle would then be readily detected, whatever form it might assume and’ 
errors known no more.” 

In their instructions for vaccine inoculation, the directors have inculcated the necessity of 
carefully protecting the ann from pressure, hurt, or irritation, during the whole course of 
cow-pock ; want of due attention to this precaution, has sometimes led to great mischief 
and even fatal results. The experience of the institution affords many instances of the 
regular progress of the vaccine affection being interrupted, and sore arms induced by such 
neglect, and within the period of the present report a death occurred from the like cause. 
A child, six months old, vaccinated at the institution, having had the arm rudely handled," 
and the vesicles tom off on the eighth day, was attacked with diffuse inflammation extending 
over the arm, fore arm, chest, and trunk of the body, attended with great restlessness and 
fever ; symptoms of effusion in the head supervened, and the child died convulsed. This 
is the first instance since the foundation of the institution of a death after vaccination. 

V aecine lymph has been sent, during the last year, to different parts of Great Britain 
and the Isle of Man, to Canada, Italy, and New South Wales.

Directions for Vaccine Inoculation. 

For inoculation, the dried cow-pock infection should be carefully softened with the 
smallest particle of cold water, taken upon the point of a lancet, and should be inserted in 
the ’arm by several very slight scratches, so as barely to draw blood ; or, what generally suc- 
ceeds better, apply the infected part of the glass upon the scratches, and rub it thereon 
extremely well, so as completely to lodge the infection in the little wounds. At the distance 
of an inch and a half on the same arm the operation maybe repeated, to lessen the risk of 
disappointment. The part inoculated should be left uncovered during the remainder of the 
day, and kept as free as possible from pressure, hurt, or irritation, during the whole course of 
the disease. 

Not more than one patient, or two at the utmost, should be inoculated from each packet, 
and the greatest care should be taken to rub the infection perfectly, into the scratches. 
Want of proper attention to this circumstance occasions many failures. 

If the operation succeeds, a little red spot like a gnat-bite will appear on the third day 
after the inoculation, which on the fourth or fifth becomes perceptibly vesicated ; on the 
eighth or ninth it is as large as a pea, and circular or oval in shape, its margin elevated and 
well defined, its centre depressed and of a darker colour than the rest of the vesicle. About 
the tenth day a rose-coloured efflorescence, with induration of the part, surrounds the 
vesicle, varying in extent from the size of a sixpenny to that of a half-crown piece. Remain- 
ing nearly stationary for a day or two, this efflorescence fades away, and the vesicle is 
converted into a hard glossy scab of a dark mahogany colour, which, falling off, leaves a 
circular or oval pit in the arm, very characteristic of genuine cow-pock. The efflorescence, 
or areola, is usually attended with some degree of symptomatic fever. 

The spurious cow-pock in general runs a more rapid course than that above described ; 
the scarlet efflorescence, which in this case is jaggy, notched, and without the characteristic 
hardness of the true vaccination, appears on or before the seventh day, and the pustule (which 
has much the appearance of a common festering sore) is soon converted into a light brown 
scab, that leaves little or no mark. These imperfect cases are very liable to occur in patients 
affected with herpetic and other eruptions of the skin’; such complaints therefore should be 
removed, if possible, before inoculation. 

Dr. Jenner has, with great justice, observed, that a little practice in vaccine inoculation, 
attentively conducted, impresses on the mind the perfect character of the vaccine vesicle ; 
and therefore, when any material deviation arises from the course above described, of what- 
ever kind it may be, common prudence points out the necessity of re-inoculation with vac- 
cine infection of the most active kind. 

Practitioners should take care that the lancet used for cow-pock inoculation be. perfectly 
ffean, and therefore the preservation of infection on a lancet beyond the period of one day is 
improper, as it is apt to contract rust. 

. The most proper period for taking infection from a vesicle, making its progress regularly, 
is from the seventh to the ninth day, and never after the efflorescence has made any consi- 
derable progress. Genuine vaccine fluid at this period is always limpid as the purest water ; 
that which is opaque ought, of course, to be rejected. When inserted immediately in its 
fluid state from one patient into another, its effects are more certain than when used in a diy 
state. Bad sores on the arm, and the collection of pus in the axilla so rarely succeed to 
vaccine inoculation applied in the manner heretofore described, that local application will 
not be found necessary in one case in a hundred. But should the part be irritated, or suffer
